 Medicare receives 4.8 M claims per day. 

 CMS’ Office of Financial Management 
estimates that each year 

• the Medicare FFS program issues 
more than $34.3 B in improper 
payments (error rate 2010: 
10.5%). 

• the Medicaid FFS program issues 
more than $22. 5 B in improper 
payments (3-year rolling error 
rate: 9.4%).
